infantile paralysis, is that it is con­ 
tagious. 
The 
certain k nowledge of 
this 
fact is very recent, and is con­ 
seq uently unk nown not only to the 
general 
public but to the great m a­ 
jority 
of 
even good physicians. In 
tae 
September. 19 10, issue of 
Ar­ 
chives of Pediatrics,” Dr. L. Emmett 
Holt, 
the 
eminent child specialist, 
who has made an extensive study of 
this disease, writes: “ It seems to nte 
io 
be 
conclusively shown that this 
disease 
under certain conditions is 
highly 
contagious, demanding d u r­ 
ing an epidemic strict q uarantine. 
Many cases te nding to snow this are 
given. 
One of the most remark able 
is 
the 
following: 
A member of a 
threshing crew ol seven young men 
was 
exposed 
to 
tae 
diseas 
in s 
household 
where 
there 
were two 
cases, 
and had a slight attack . One 
after 
another 
the entire crew de­ 
veloped 
the 
disease, which in one 
case 
ended 
fatally. The men were 
thrown 
very 
closely together, ate 
and s’epf together, drank from the 
same jug, etc. As adults are far less 
susceptible 
to the disease than are 
children, tills case is especially strik 


ing. 
Perhaps the most important sing­ 
le 
case 
on record am ong the hun­ 
dreds wh'ch point to the communica 
bility of the disease is tak en from 
an 
epidemic 
in Trostina. Sweden. 
This district, Dr. Holt points out. is 
most admirably adapted to serve as 
a test case, it is twelve miles sq uare, 
off 
the 
main lines of travel, has a 
population of five hundred persons 
who 
live 
on 
farms, 
in 
detached 
houses, 
with separate wells, separ­ 
ate 
cows and food for each family, 
largely 
produced on 
the respective 
farms. There is, therefore, little in­ 
tercommunication. 


Epidemics and Spo radic Cases. 


Within 
six week s afte r the first 
child was strick en there were forty- 
nine cases, affecting nearly fen per 
{cent 
ot Die population. The spread 
; of infection seemed clearly traceable 
to the parish school, the only center 
t of 
communication. 
The history ot

case, as it passed 
from family to family, by means of 
the school, as a center, indicated not 
I only direct contagion, but also that 
the 
infection 
may be carried by a 
third person who does not contract 
the 
disease, 
but gives it to others. 
Dr. 
Simon 
Flexner of the R ' e k e - ! a,1> 
feller Institu te also recognizes, In a 
recently 
published 
pamphlet, the 
communicable nature of. the disease; 
and 
several 
State:; 
have recently 
made 
the 
disease a reportable one 
and established strict q uarantine. 


Poliomyelitis nas been k nown for 
many years, and even its infectious 
nature, 
on account of tiie fact that 
it 
often 
appears as epidemic, ha> 
been 
long 
suspected. It is the cer­ 
tain tv of the infectiousness and the 


form. 
In 
the last five years there 
have 
been thirty-one recorded epi­ 
demics with 4.9 40 recorded eases, or 
more 
than 
five 
times 
as many 
cases 
us 
previously 
recorded 
in 
medical literature. Dr. Holt writes: 
“ While it is certainly true that, as a 
conseq uence of the greater interest 
in the subject, cases of poliomyelitis 
are now recognized which former!) 
■night 
have 
been overlook ed, still 
even 
a 
cursory Survey of the facts 
. . . must e o i m nr e one that a 
wave 
of 
infection, 
starting 
apparently 
from 
Scandinavia, 
is 
gradually 
spreading over the country, possibly 
over the world.” 


The Scandinavian epidemics took 
place in 
19 05 and 19 00, the great 
New York epidemic in 19 07, and se­ 
vere 
epidemics 
have 
occurred 
at 
about 
tae 
same time and since in 
Massachusetts, Minnesota. Iowa, Ne­ 
brask a. 
and 
lesser epidemics and 
sporadic cases all over this country 
— as 
w e l 
l 
as extensive epidemics in 
Cuba, 
Germany, 
Austria, 
and 
France, It would seem as if the o u t ­ 
break s 
in 
tills 
country may have 
been the result of Scandinavian im­ 
migration. 
Dr. 
Flexner points out 
thai 
“the 
original foci of the epi­ 
demic disease ill the United States, 
ot curing 
in 
the 
summ er of 1 9 07. 
Were 
along 
the Atlantic seaboard, 
and 
tae 
two centers of population 
most seriously affected were about 
Greater New York and Boston; . . . 
those two centers of population re­ 
ceive 
first and in the most concen­ 
trated 
way the 
immigrant popula 
tlon from northern and eastern Eu­ 
rope: . . . the fu rther fact Incomes 
siginlficant 
that 
the second 
out­ 
break of the disease in this country 
occurred in that part of the Middle 
West, 
namely, 
about 
Minnesota, 
which receives a large Influx of im­ 
migrant 
population 
from Norwa> 
and Sweden. 


The 
dicease 
has 
recently been 
diown 
to be caused by a living or­ 
ganism 
so small 
that it can pass 
through 
the 
finest bacterial filter. 
Experiments 
on 
monk eys, in ttlie 
Rock efeller Institute, under the di­ 
rection 
of Dr. 
Flexner, have suc­ 
ceeded in isolating the germ, which 
is so small that it is doubtful if by 
any 
device 
it lias been seen. That 
t 
is 
a 
living organism is shown, 
however, Dr. Flextter points out, h> 
the 
fact 
that 
extremely 
minute 
iuantities of the virus “ suffice 
to 
carry 
infection through an indefi­ 
nite series of animals. We have pro 
pagated 
the 
virus 
now 
through 
twenty-five 
generations, represent­ 
ing 
twenty-five 
separate series of 
monk eys, 
and 
as 
many removes 
from 
the original hum an material 
supplying it, and the activity o ' the 
virus for the monk eys has increased 
rather 
tU'ii 
diminish 
in 
the 
course, and as a result of, the suceas 
ive transplantations.’ * 


For all practical purposes, there­ 
fore, 
the 
germ, though unseen, is 
discovered. T hey can inoculate m on­ 
k eys 
with tin' disease and can pro- 
luce 
in t he n immunization, much 
n the same was 
as the smallpox vi­ 
rus is used on human beings. As yet 
however, 
the 
discovery 
has 
not 
effected the direct treatment of the 
disease, since the preparation of a 
eruin antidote sufficiently strong to 
overcome tli'e virus has not yet been 
made. 
W hat 
these experiments on 
nonk eys have surely accomplished, 
how ever, 
is 
to 
establish 
beyond 
doubt the infectious and contagious 
nature 
of 
the 
disease-; 
and when 
this 
fact 
is sufficiently realized by 
the 
public, 
the 
di ease 
will 
lie

border at Ciudad Porforio Diaz, but

carefully withheld 
from the 
American side.
